For unto us a child is born, unto 
us a son is given ... The Prince of 
Peace—Isaiah 9:6, 7. 


HRISTMAS should be a celebration 
of the birthday of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Ordinarily, we make Christmas 
a gala holiday and a national spending 
spree. We jam into escalators, elbow- 
ing into milling mobs and clothing 
counters, and spend dollars that total 
millions. We give our relatives, our 
friends, and casual acquaintances gaily 
wrapped nonessentials; but God gives 
the essential. So, the people get a 
Prince. 

God offers to a rebellious people a 
Prince. That night the angels sang the 
unforgettable message, “Fear not: for, 
behold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, which shall be to all people. 
For unto you is born this day in the 
city of David a Saviour, which is Christ 
the Lord.” The angels assured the 
shepherds there was no delay—‘this 

...a Saviour,” from God; a Prince, 
he people. 

The tellers of Christ are many, vivid, 
and significant, since they reveal His 
deity. Enemies call Him Beelzebub, 
winebibber, glutton, and blasphemer. 
But He is the Son of God, Son of man, 
Lamb of God, Saviour, Redeemer, 
Wonderful, Counselor, Mighty God, 
Everlasting Father. The term “Prince 
of Peace” is one of the most beautiful. 
It signifies royalty, authority, dignity, 
kindness, calmness, the Son of a King, 
a Prince to the people. Oh, praise God! 
The people get a Prince! He is of roy- 
alty, and no common blood flows in 
His veins. The Prince the people get is 
not one with authority invested by 
other people, not granted by the Con- 
stitution or our president, not elected 
by the people for just a short time. 

Prince the people get does not 
nd on armed forces. He stood 
shackled and condemned before Pilate, 
soldiers, and Jews—yet He was the 
Master and the Prince of Peace there. 

The people benefit by Heaven’s sac- 
rifice. We are the ones who receive all 
good gifts given by Christ. His birth 
means everything to the soul of hu- 
manity. On a cool night in December, 
when the cold, clay clouds lay close to 
the earth, and strangers roamed down 
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the narrow streets of a crowded city, 
and the world was unaware of the Gift 
that struggling souls were receiving, 
God’s angel well knew that the people 
were pbeing presented a Prince. The 
multitude that God sent from heaven 
knew the value of the Babe in the 
manger. Think how the angel and 
heavenly host could have joined in 
saying, “The people get a Prince.” 
The world seems to seek peace and 
get trouble. Each nation desires rest 
from war, strikes, famines, and suf- 
fering. Christians find consolation in 
the fact that the people have a Prince. 
We are proud to join the writer of the 
Acts, chapter 5, verse 31—“Him hath 
God exalted with his right hand to be 
a Prince and a Saviour.” This world 
needs to receive this Prince whom God 
gave to the people nearly 2,000 years 
ago, when a godly woman calmly ven- 








tured into the mysterious land of 
motherhood and proudly came back 
and presented the world with the Gift 
of all gifts, The Prince of Peace. 


We all know that from the sunny 
Mediterranean to cold northern China, 
the world is starving. Begging, under- 
nourished children with open sores of 
malnutrition wail along the streets. 
Newspapers and photos show tight- 
lipped mothers clutching their grey- 
faced, starving babies, and forging 
through back-street garbage bins. We 
Americans, who lament the fact that 
we must eat Spam instead of sirloin, 
might ask ourselves, “Can we eat our 
morsel alone?” Suppose we, as Chris- 
tians, estimate how much Christmas 
will normally cost us—all the scarfs, 
ties, tie clips, cologne, and stationery 
we have planned to give for presents; 
then write out checks, instead, to 


Christ and His cause. But no, at times, 
we seem to forget that Isaiah said, 
“For unto us a child is born.” God 
grant that at this season of the year 
it will not be written dimly on the 
canvas of the mind of each individual 
—“Unto you is born this day ...a 
Saviour.” What a gift—a Prince! 

He was the child of all ages and 
of all nations. “Unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given.” As a 
child, in human form He was born; 
but as a son, in the likeness of His 
Father He was given. Isaiah 9:6. 
“Made under the law.” No angel ever 
knew what it was to be under the law, 
yet He who was higher than the angels 
humbled Himself to become a debtor 
to do the whole law and to be obedient 
unto death, even the death of the 
cross. Worthy is the lamb—the Prince 
of God—born for the people! 

Behold what the people receive! In 
riches, He is pre-eminently rich, “for 
it hath pleased the father that in him 
should all fulness dwell.” He who was 
rich, for our sakes became poor, that 
we through his grace might become 
rich. And of His fulness have all we 
received. Our cup may be full, but the 
ocean of His fulness still remains. “His 
name shall be called Wonderful . . . The 
Prince of Peace, for the people.” 

God knew that so long as there 
is evil, there must be war between 
good and evil. The Christ Child is the 
people’s Prince of Peace, especially, be- 
cause He came to convert the world; 
to turn men from darkness to light, 
and from the power of Satan unto God. 
He came to destroy sin and bring in 
everlasting righteousness. The people 
are the ones who receive the benefit. 

If to us Christmas is a memorial, to 
the prophets it was anticipation; and 
as we look back to the manger and 
cross, they looked forward to both. At 
all seasons their prophets were point- 
ing them to the Christ who came to be 
a Prince for the people. 

What a great reality—the people 
got a Prince! As sure as the Garden 
of Eden is mentioned, just so assured 
are we to remember the mark, stain, 
and results of the serpent. Likewise, 
when the poet writes, the singer sings,

the orator speaks, or the minister 
mentions Bethlehem and the manger, 
we quickly remember the birth of 
Christ, the Prince of Peace. 

The people no more receive a rain- 
bow. They do not wait outside the 
Tabernacle to pace up and down along- 
side the walls, waiting with eager 
hearts to see if God will receive their 
sacrifice. Offering sacrifices of animals 
is in the past. Groups are never de- 
layed at the foot of a mountain to 
receive the law written on tables of 
stone. We do not stand lost in the c 
turies, yearning for some prophet 
prophesy concerning Christ’s coming. 
The text records, “Unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given.” The 
people get a Prince, the Prince of 
Peace. It is intensely interesting to 
see how Isaiah keeps up this term 
“peace.” It is truly a theme with him. 
He prophesies “The Prince of Peace.” 
He sings, “Thou wilt keep him in per- 
fect peace, whose mind is stayed on 
thee.” He says of Jehovah, “Thou wilt 
ordain peace for us.” He affirms, “The 
work of righteousness shall be peace.” 
He declares, “How beautiful upon the 
mountain are the feet of him that 
bringeth good things, that publish 
peace.” And he rejoices with the chil- 
dren of Jehovah because great shall be 
their peace. When Isaiah concludes his 
prophecy, he writes of Jerusalem—t 
words of Jehovah, “Behold I will 4 
tend peace to her like a river.” But 
he makes Jesus the Prince of all this 
peace. Every soul at Christmas time, 
as well as every day during the year, 
has access to peace, but the amazing 
fact is we have the Prince of all Peace 
with us today and every day, because 
the people get a Prince—Jesus Christ 
the Righteous. 
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HE CUSTOM of celebrating birth- 

days seems to date back a long 
y. In the book of Job, which may 
e the oldest book we have in our 
Bible, we read about the sons of Job 
who had a feast in their houses, every 
one his day. Job 1:4, “And his sons 
went and feasted in their houses, every 
one his day; and sent and called for 
their three sisters to eat and to drink 
with them.” It was during one of these 
birthday feasts, at the eldest son’s 
home, that the destruction came 
which swept them all into eternity. 
Job 1:18,19, “Thy sons and thy 
daughters were eating and drinking 
wine in their eldest brother’s house: 
and, behold, there came a great wind 
from the wilderness, and smote the 
four corners of the house, and it fell 
upon the young men, and they. are 
dead.” 


@: far back as Genesis, in the 40th 
e 





pter and 20th verse, we read about 

celebration of Pharaoh’s birthday. 
This celebration turned out all right 
for the butler, but was rather sad for 
the baker—he was executed as Joseph 
had interpreted in the meaning of his 
dream for him. Gen. 40:20-22, “And it 
came to pass the third day, which 
was Pharaoh’s birthday, that he made 
a feast unto all his servants: and he 
lifted up the head of the chief butler 
and of the chief baker among his 
servants. And he restored the chief 
butler unto his butlership again; and 
he gave the cup into Pharaoh’s hand: 
but he hanged the chief baker: as 
Joseph had interpreted to them.” 

It was Herod’s birthday and the 
celebration thereof that brought about 
the beheading of John the Baptist. 

e account of this is recorded in 

tt. 14:6 and Mark 6:21. It seems 
that Herod had a certain amount of 
respect for John the Baptist, but be- 
cause of the celebration, the promise 
that he had made to give the girl 
anything she would ask, and because 
of the people who stood around, he 
didn’t feel that he could go back on 
his word. So John the Baptist was be- 
headed on account of a sinful, worldly

birthday party. Matt. 14:6-10, “But 
when Herod’s birthday was kept, the 
daughter of Herodias danced before 
them, and pleased Herod. Whereupon 
he promised with an oath to give her 
whatsoever she would ask. And she, 
being before instructed of her mother, 
said, Give me here John Baptist’s head 
in a charger. And. .the king was sorry: 
nevertheless for the oath’s sake, and 
them which sat with him at meat, he 
commanded it to be given her. And he 
sent, and beheaded John in the 
prison.” 

When Job’s troubles came, he cursed 
the day of his birth. Job 3:1. And Jesus 
said about Judas Iscariot that it would 
have been good for that man if he 
had not been born. Matt. 26:24. The 
writer of Ecclesiastes tells us, in 
chapter 7, verse 1, that the day of 
death is better than the day of one’s 
birth. The context would help us 
to understand his meaning to the ex- 
tent that birth is only a beginning but 
death is the end of a life of accom- 
plishment. 


After reading all that I have written 
above in this article, it may cause my 
readers to wonder if celebrating birth- 
days is a proper thing to do. My answer 
is that it is proper if it is done the 
right way. But the curse of God rests 
upon those who would celebrate in the 
wrong way or with the wrong attitude 
of heart. The angel, announcing to 
Zacharias in Luke 1:14 about the com- 
ing birth of John the Baptist, said, 
“And thou shalt have joy and glad- 
ness; and many shall rejoice at his 
birth.” When Jesus was born, the angel 
announced, “Behold, I bring you good 
tidings of great joy, which shall be to 
all people. For unto you is born this 
day in the city of David a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord... . And sud- 
denly there was with the angel a mul- 
titude of the heavenly host praising 
God, and saying, Glory to God in the 
highest and on earth peace, good will 
toward men... . And the shepherds 
returned glorifying and praising God 
for all the things that they had heard 
and seen, as it was told unto them.” 


So we see from the above that the 
birthday of Jesus is important. It may 
not be as important as His death, 
theologically speaking, but without His 
incarnation, it would not have been 
possible for Him to die the substitu- 
tionary death He did, the just dying 
for the unjust, that He might bring 
us to God. If the birth of Christ and 
His death has brought you to God, 
then honor and worship the Lord on 
Christmas. This is proper for all man- 
kind. 

In conclusion I should like to say 
that if we honor Christ by our lives, 
worship Him in our hearts, and so 
conduct ourselves, on Christmas as 
well as on other days, in a way that 
will meet with the divine approval, 
then it is proper to celebrate Christ- 
mas and to keep the day in honor of 
His birth. If individuals do not 
love Christ, but desecrate the day by 
feasting and drunkenness, and blas- 
pheme His most worthy name, they 
cannot expect to have the blessings of 
God resting upon them, nor can they 
really have a MERRY CHRISTMAS— 
not one that is filled with JOY. And, 
furthermore, such a celebration will 
likely bring some sad after effects. 
Someone will likely lose their lives be- 
cause of failing to keep the day in the 
proper way. Many a Christmas holiday 
traffic death has been caused by mix- 
ing liquor and gasoline in the celebra- 
tions. May God forbid that liquor 
should have any part in the celebra- 
tion of the birthday of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.

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As the Son of man, time marked His beginning; but as 
the Son of God, He was inseparable from eternity and had 
no beginning. 

The apostle Paul said, “When the fulness of the time 
had come, God sent forth his Son, made of a woman (with 
beginning), made under the law (while Moses’ law was 
still in force),” Gal. 4:4. Then, too, you remember John 
said, “And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we beheld his glory, the glory as of the only begotten 
of the Father,) full of grace and truth,” St. John 1:14. This 
is well known to all Bible scholars as the fulfillment of 
Isa. 7:14, “Therefore the Lord himself shall give you a 
sign; Behold, a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Immanuel”; and Isa. 9:6, “For unto 
us a child is born, unto us a son is given: and _ the 
government shall be upon his shoulder: and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace.” And again, 
“But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little 
among the thousands of Judah, yet of thee shall he come 
forth unto me that is to be ruler in Israel; whose goings 
forth have been from of old, from everlasting,” Micah 
§:2. 

All this definitely establishes the fact that as Jesus, 
Christ had a beginning, it is equally as definite that, as 
God, Christ was without beginning. It is readily granted 
that some expressions concerning Christ have time ele- 
ment, but only casual consideration is sufficient to con- 
vince one that such terminology is only used to convey 
to our finite minds some perception of eternity. As proof 
of this let us consider, first, St. John 1:1-3, “In the begin- 
ning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God. The same was in the beginning with 
God. All things were made by him; and without him 
was not any thing made that was made,” Now let us 
analyze the passage. First, the expression “In the begin- 
ning” is used as a means of convenience, because humani- 
ty can only fully grasp the thought of persons and things 
that have a beginning and an end—we are restricted 
to time. Then, too you notice that he refers to an incident 
of time in verse three, where reference is made to God’s 
creative work. It is with this same thought of associating 
eternity and time in the persons of Christ (anointed of 
God) and Jesus in one body of flesh that we have these 
statements, “Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and to day, 
and for ever,” Heb. 13:8; and, “I am Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the ending, saith the Lord, which is, and 
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Che Son of Man and God

which was, and which is to come, the Almighty,” Rev. 
1:8. But while that is true, it is perfectly obvious that 
Christ has existed as Christ Jesus, the God man, since 
He, as the Word, was made flesh—Jesus. He, neverthe- 
less, as the Word Christ had all the while been co- 
existent with God, and, not only that, but as Christ 
was God—“The Word was God”; and Paul tells us that 
Christ was equal with the Father. “Let this mind be in 
you, which was also in Christ Jesus: who, being in the 
form of God, thought it not robbery to be equal with 
God: but made himself of no reputation, and took upon 
him the form of a servant, and was made in the likeness 
of men,” Phil. 2:5-8. In this passage we have a most pro- 
found, yet brief and precise, word picture of, first, Christ 
as God in eternity, in “the glory which I had with thee 
(Father) before the world was.” In that lofty position Ho 
was “in the form of God” and “equal with God.” sec 
His incarnation as Christ in flesh to become Jesus “was 
made in the likeness of men” and was “found in fashion 
as a man.” Now, let us postpone point three in this graphic 
description of the condescending Christ for the time 
being, but look at verse eight again and keep it in mind. 
There are many theories today that reflect one way or 
another on Jesus Christ as verily God and verily man. 
There are those (even ministers) who believe that He 
was only blessed of God to be a great Teacher, Miracle 
Worker, and Prophet, but otherwise was a man like other 
men. Others, in their effort to magnify Him as God, 
strip Him of His actual human nature by contending 
that since He was begotten of the Holy Ghost, neither 
His conception nor development in His mother’s womb 
was in keeping with physical law. These opinions 
are like the pendulum of a clock, swinging both 
ways as far as possible. Neither of these arguments are 
scriptural. If He had been merely a man, He would 
have been as helpless as other men to redeem the lost 
world and purchase the Church of God. Neither is é# 
in keeping with Scripture that as God alone He co 
redeem man. God is not mortal and could not shed blood 
(and without the shedding of blood there is no remis- 
sion), yet, like a crimson stream, blood for redemption 
flows from Gen. 3:21, “Unto Adam also and his wife did 
the Lord God make coats of skins, and clothed them,” 
to John 19:34, “But one of the soldiers with a spear 
pierced his side, forthwith came there out blood and 
water,” and from there to Rev. 5:9, where the Church 
is safely housed with Christ from the horrors of the 
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tribulation. 

To those who argue that for Jesus to have been both 
divine and human is unreasonable, and that it is absurd 
and preposterous to say that He was made of His mother 

ike other babies, may I ask why they preach and believe 
@::: divine mysteries that are little less, if, indeed, any, 

han this. Then, too, I wonder if they have forgotten 
Paul’s exegesis in Eph. 2:7 on what we were; what we 
are. “That in the ages to come he might shew the exceed- 
ing riches of his grace, in his kindness toward us, through 
Christ Jesus.” After all, what spiritual experience is there 
and what is there about our eternal future that is not 
mysterious, yet we believe what God’s Word tells us. 
Therefore, it is only reasonable that we should accept the 
facts as plainly stated in the following scriptures, which 
support both the humanity and divinity of Jesus Christ 
and that He was and is the God-man. 

First, as Jesus (man) He was born of a woman like all 
babies are born. “And she shall bring forth a son, and 
thou shalt call his name JESUS: for he shall save his 
people from their sins,” Matt. 1:21. “And she brought 
forth her firstborn son, and wrapped him in swaddling 
clothes, and laid him in a manger; because there was no 
room for them in the inn,” Luke 2:7. As a human babe, 
His life was in jeopardy, and earthly odds were so ex- 

emely against Him that the murderous talons of 
@:: would have snuffed out His life had He not been 
e God-man that was wrapped in swaddling clothes in 
that Bethlehem manger. Therefore, as Christ, He differed 
from all babes before or since His birth; He was without an 
earthly father. It is at this point, His virgin birth, that 
not only the Jews, infidels, and atheists revolt, but 
modernistic theologians as well. But such a disavowal is 
tantamount to disbelieving that Jesus was also Christ. I 
choose to believe this indispensable report: “Now the 
birth of Jesus was on this wise: When as his mother 
Mary was espoused to Joseph, before they came together, 
she was found with child of the Holy Ghost. Then Joseph 
her husband, being a just man, and not willing to make 
her a public example, was minded to put her away privily. 
But while he thought on these things, behold, the angel 
of the Lord appeared unto him in a dream, saying, Joseph, 
thou son of David, fear not to take unto thee Mary thy 
wife: for that which is conceived in her is of the Holy 
Ghost,” Matt. 1:18-20. 
Secondly, as Jesus, He was the Son of man (through 
e fact that He was made of a woman), but as Christ He 
> the Son of God. When God declared war as between 
the human family and the serpent (devil), it was between 
the woman’s seed and the serpent’s seed, “And I will put 
enmity between thee and the woman, an between thy 
seed and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise his heel,” Gen. 3:15. If it had been possible for 
man, begotten of man and made of a woman, God would 
not have used the expression, “the seed of the woman,” 
and this is a clear prediction of the fact that He was to 
be begotten of the Holy Ghost as Christ and made Jesus 
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“He shall grow up before him as 
a tender plant.” 


by the virgin Mary in natural physical process, even to 
the time of development and birth. Luke 2:5, 6, “To be 
taxed with Mary his expoused wife, being great with 
child. And so it was, that, while they were there, the 
days were accomplished that she should be delivered.” 
Therefore, as Paul wrote the Galatians, “But when the ful- 
ness of the time was come, God sent forth his Son, 
made of a woman, made under the law,” Gal. 4:4. As the 
Son of man, Jesus Christ said, “For the Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that which was lost,” Luke 19:10. 
Then, turning to Heb. 2:9, 16-18, “But we see Jesus, Who 
was made a little lower than the angels for the suffering 
of death, crowned with glory and honour; that he by the 
grace of God should taste death for every man. For verily 
he took not on him the nature of angels; but he took on 
him the seed of Abraham. Wherefore in all things it be- 
hooved him to be made like unto his brethren, that 
he might be a merciful and faithful high priest in things 
pertaining to God, to make reconciliation for the sins 
of the people. For in that he himself hath suffered 
being tempted, he is able to succour them that are 
tempted.” The devil didn’t “if” the humanity of Jesus 
Christ, but he did “if” His divinity-Sonship with God. To- 
day, not only His divinity is being disputed and vehement- 
ly denied but His actual humanity. However, the fact re- 
mains forever that there is “one mediator between God 
and men, the man Christ Jesus,” 1 Tim. 2:5. 

God’s Word no more clearly substantiates the fact 
that Jesus Christ was the Son of man than that He was 
the Son of God. You remember what happened at His bap- 
tism. God said, “This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased,” Matt 3:17. Simon Peter’s confession was, “Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of the living God,” Matt. 16:16. In 
approval of this great declaration, Jesus said, verse 17, 
“Blessed art thou Simon Bar-jona: for flesh and blood 
hath not revealed it unto thee, but my Father which is in 
heaven.” Was this acknowledgement blasphemous? Well, 
the Jews thought it was. “Say ye of him, Whom the Fa- 
ther hath sanctified, and sent into the world, Thou 
blasphemest; because I said, I am the Son of God?” 
John 10:36. What did God think about it? Let us see. 

Six days after Peter’s Spirit-filled confession, Jesus 
took him, James, and John up into the mountain and was 
transfigured before them, and it is altogether likely that 
they saw Him in the same kind of glory He had with 
His Father before the world was and before He was 
incarnated. When Moses and Elias disappeared in a bright 
cloud, God spoke from heaven and said, “This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well pleased. Hear ye him.”

RIVERSIDE MEMORIAL CHURCH OF 
GOD, NASSAU, BAHAMAS 


On June 30 of this year I received a letter 
from Brother Johnnie M. Owens, of Atlanta, 
Ga., and he asked me to write him what it 
would cost to erect a very small inexpensive 
mission over here. In reply I gave him prices 
of materials and told him that to build a 
mission 18x20 feet would cost about $650. 
About the last of July or the first of August, 
Brother Owens wrote me again, stating that 
while he was looking over my letters he came 
across the letter where I had told him it 
would cost about $650 to build a small mis- 
sion here, and he made one request. He said 
that if I would name the church the ‘“River- 
side Memorial Church of God,” he believed 
he could collect the necessary amount from his 
congregation. I wrote him immediately that 
I would surely do so, and on the l1lth day 
of August I received the first check, for $350. 
On August 15 he wrote that he was sending 
another $100 to Headquarters for the work, and 
on August 27 he wrote that he was sending 
another $100, which made a total of $550. In 
his last letter he said, “Please pray that God 
will soon send in the other $100.” 

In his letter dated August 30 he stated, ‘““‘We 
are working hard to raise the last $100 on our 
Riverside Memorial Church of God in Nassau 
. . « We are meeting at church to pray early 
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in the morning—at 4:30.” On September 12 he 
wrote, “I am sending $50 for the building, 
which leaves $50 more, and I shall be mail- 
ing that in the near future.” 


Oh, how I admire the faith and sacrifice 
of dear Brother Owens and his helpers in 
erecting this memorial in the Bahamas. On 
September 13 he wrote, “I have mailed $50 to 
Headquarters. This completes our $650 for the 
church building.” 


We had some difficulty in getting a piece 
of land in a good location, but the dear Lord 
helped us. After several weeks of trying, a cer- 
tain man let us have a small piece. He said 
he would not sell it at this time, but he might 
sell later, so he leased it to us for five years, 
and we are very thankful for it. Five years 
from today there will be many changes in this 
world, and our dear Lord may come within 
that time, and we may not need any more 
land on this old earth. 


DEDICATION 


At three o’clock on Sunday afternoon, Nov. 
12, a crowd had already gathered in front of 
the new church. The photographer arrived at 
three thirty and took some pictures, Then we 
formed our procession, the district overseer, 
Rev. W. V. Eneas, taking the lead. We marched 
around the building, which was locked. After 
the procession, the district overseer and state 
overseer stood on the steps at the front door 


and faced the congregation in front of the 
church. The district overseer read the 122nd 
Psalm. “I was glad when they said unto me, 
Let us*go into the house of the Lord.” After 
the reading of the psalm, the state overseer, 
who was the supervisor of the building, said,

As I have had many inquiries about 
how to organize and run an L.W.W.B., 
I shall endeavor to explain it here as 
best I can. 

1. Call a meeting of all the lady 
members and friends of the church. 
After having Scripture reading and 
prayer, call your meeting to order for 
business. The pastor should moderate 
your first meeting. 

2. Elect your officers. The first to be 
chosen is the president. This person 
should be a good leader and should, 
as nearly as possible, always be pres- 
ent. The second one to choose should 
be the vice-president. She should al- 
ways be ready to take the place of the 
president when, for any reason, the 
president has to be absent. The third 
and a very important officer to be 
elected is the secretary and treasurer. 
Her duties are to keep a strict account 
of the finance raised and how it is 
used. 

3. Committees are always very im- 
portant. These should be appointed by 
the president, unless otherwise agreed 
upon. The following committees are 
suggested: 

a. Ways and Means Committee: It 
shall be the duty of this committee to 
find and suggest to the Band ways 
that money can be raised, such as 
workings, sales, etc. 

b. Sales Committee: It shall be the 
duty of this committee to properly dis- 
pose of the products created or made 
by the Band. 

c. Good-Will Committee: It shall 
be the duty of this committee to find 
out about needy persons, both church 
members and others, of the communi- 
ty, and report same to the Band with 
recommendations. 

d. Hospital and Sick-Room Com- 
mittee: It shall be the duty of this 
committee to visit the sick, take them 
flowers, and have prayer, where pos- 
sible. 

e. Publicity and Membership Com- 
mittee: It shall be the duty of this 
committee to publicize the work of the 
Band to the local church and prepare 
programs for its publicity, where time 
is available.

REV. SHELTON BROCK FOUND 
DEAD 





After a ten-day extensive search 
for Rev. Shelton Brock, he was found 
dead in his car Monday, the 12th on 
a woods road about three miles north- 
west of Ball Ground, Ga., and fifteen 
miles from Canton, where he had 
been in a revival. The investigation 
revealed that he apparently met 
death at his own hands and had been 
dead ten days.

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Building Christlike Character 


Text: 1 Corinthians 3:11, “For other foundation can 
no man lay than that is laid, which is Jesus Christ.’ 


Joseph L. Milligan, Pastor at Hattiesburg, Miss. 
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Today is a day of building. In every city, village, and 
hamlet much construction is underway. Contractors think, 
no doubt, they are building for eternity, when actually 
they are building for a moment. Great and towering 
structures can be seen going up almost universally, 
yet the huts, for the poor, we have with us always. 

All schools of architecture agree on one point. However 
widely they may differ in their theories of construction 
or schemes of ornamentation, and methods of embellish- 
ment, they agree that the most important part of the 
building is the foundation, whether, it be home, palace, 
temple, fortress, or barn. 

The apostle Paul translates this truth into terms of 
religion in the text before us. He declares that the essen- 
tial thing is to have a sure foundation for faith, 
character, and life. He adds further that there 
is nothing in the universe to take the place of 
that foundation as a basis for all that is per- 
manent and precious. 

Paul has been dead for over 1,800 years, but 
his theory stands. The number of those who have 
proved it by personal experience has increased 
year by year and century by century. Men have 

d to lay other foundations, but they and their 

have vanished, and they lie buried in the 

of forgetfulness. The floods have risen and 

fallen, and when the tide receded to sea, along 
with it went their frail edifices. 

BUT THAT IMPREGNABLE ROCK!! THAT 
INVULNERABLE, UNASSAILABLE ROCK!! Oh, 
hallelujah!! That ROCK OF AGES remains un- 
shaken, holding high and steady all the lives that 
have been founded upon it. 

In this hypercritical age, there is a dire need 
for Christians to come forward with beaming 
personalities and with Christlike character. For 
many years we have been reputed as people hav- 
ing mental disease, having no strength of our 
own, suffering great deficiency of intellectual 
power, thus being led easily to believe in any 
doctrine that is unreal. The world at large looks 
with disdain at the followers of Christ, especially 
those who embrace the Pentecostal belief, and 
label us as being emotionally unstable and in- 
capable of thinking for ourselves. Thus, I reiterate, 
Christians, in this dark hour, should gleam as 
effulgently as possible for Christ Jesus. 

Proper development of character pronounces a 
benediction upon posterity. Every moral decay 

grown gradually and clandestinely over a 

d of years, as does creeping paralysis. Evil 

rations, who revelled in debauchery and de- 
pravity, and wallowed in the muck and mire of voluptu- 
ousness, giving their evil propensities full sway, did not 
become so vile and wicked over night. So with our pres- 
ent generation!! If there is to be hope of improving the 
coming generations, character must be built in the 
present one. With the masts of civilization creaking 
in these present tempestuous winds and waves of unbe- 
lief, infidelity, and agnosticism, Christlike CHARACTER 
MUST BE DEVELOPED. 

If Christlike character is to be builded, there must 
be, first, Christian training that must begin in early 
life. If the foundation is started wrong, the whole 
building will be defective, and dangerous when completed. 
If inferior material is used, the structure will be weak. 

While a branch is young, it is pliant and can be inclined 
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in any direction desired, but if permitted to grow until 
the trunk becomes of considerable size, all the twisting 
and turning will be futile. So with youth!! While tender, 
with minds receptive and retentive, they must be taught 
God’s moral laws. Hitler realized the necessity of training 
the youth. He wasted no time with the older generation, 
but planned heavily and with long perspective on the 
coming generation, and history proves the correctness 
of his calculation. 

Then, too, there must be true education. Knowledge is 
a thing much sought after today. The world is fastly be- 
coming educated. If we are to reach this modern intelli- 
gent world, we must present an intelligent gospel, freight- 
ed with fervency, sincerity, and, MOST OF ALL, the 
mighty power of the HOLY GHOST. “Without 
wisdom,” as one writer stated, “man is like the 
wild asses’ colt, wasting valuable strength and 
energy, running and jumping foolishly in the 
field; but with Christlike wisdom, man becomes 
a fit companion for angels, for he is linked to 
God, and between them there is no creature.” 

To be perfectly amiable, we must imitate Christ. 
We should strive to be a striking likeness of Him, 
until men will say, “He has been with Jesus.” 
It is my candid opinion that Christians can imi- 
tate Christ to the extent that the glory of God 
will radiate from their countenances. None was 
lovelier than He!! 

To be a Christian doesn’t mean at all that 
a person is devoid of boldness and must be a 
cringing, vacillating, coward. Our Example never 
was known to fawn upon the rich and educated; 
He stooped not to the great and noble; He stood 
erect—a man among men. 

Then, don’t forget, our boldness must be amal- 
gamated with the loveliness of Christ’s disposi- 
tion. It is possible to have’ too much of either. 
John Knox did much, but it is believed that he 
could have done more if he had mixed love with 
his courage and boldness. The same is true of 
Martin Luther, a great conqueror. Christ took 
the children on His lap and blessed them, wept 
at Lazarus’ tomb, saw the paralytic, the leper, 
and the man confined to his bed for a long 
time and ministered to théir respective need. 
He was one mighty pillar of kindness, loveliness 
and benevolence. 

Again, we must imitate Christ in His sincere 
humility. Look at Him talking to the children, 
bending from His divinity to speak to mankind 
on earth, tabernacling with the peasants of Gali- 
lee, dining with sinners, and then—depth of 
condescension unparalleled—stooping to wash, with His 
own lovely hands, the feet of His disciples, after supper 
was ended. He gave His life to gladden the lives of others. 
When we catch a glimpse of Him quivering in the burning 
sun, in the utmost extremity of suffering, dying in our 
stead, the sustitutionary death, it is then we should fall in 
sincere, heartfelt humility before His lovely form. Then the 
world will be convinced that only Christlike CHARACTER 
is indispensable and lasting. 

“Finally, brethren, whatsoever things are true, what- 
soever things are honest, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good report; if there be any 
virtue, and if there be any praise, think on these things,” 


Phil. 4:8. 
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THE GIFT OF PEACE AND GOOD WILL

Not since the creation of the 
world has there been an an- 
nouncement of such _signifi- 
cance and universal value as the 
one heralded by the angels on 
the Judean hills when the Christ 
Child was born. 

The peace was not national 
peace, for the people in the 
country where Christ was born 
were not at peace, and have not 
been since that date. Troubles 
and perplexities of nations will 
rise and fall, but the Gift of 
peace remains the same to all 
who come unto Him. 

The peace the angels spoke of 
is not hereditary. You may have 
a peaceful attitude because you 
came from a family of this na- 
ture, but this peace is far great- 
er than family devotion, love 
and devotion for brother and 
siter or even parents. This peace 
reaches the heart and makes 
you at peace with all men. 

This peace is not acquired by 
military strategy and man-made 
peace parleys and agreements; 
but it is the gift of God, given 
by the great thoughtfulness of 
God, for man, who needed a 
gift—a precious gift that only 
God could give, from heaven— 
that shall be to all people who 
will believe and receive the gift 
of eternal peace. This peace 
comes to each individual when 
he meets and knows this Prince 
of peace who came into the 
world almost 2,000 years ago. 
The soul that is at peace with 
God has something of which to 
be proud. The world follows an 
exchange of gifts, which makes 
merry both the young and old, 
but it soon fades away as the 
object given wears out or is lost; 
the peace of soul that comes to 
a Christian, through the Prince 
of Peace, remains an everlast- 
ing gift. 

The advent of Christ, wor- 
shipped by wise men, praised by 
angels, and honored by the Fa- 
ther, set forth a new era in the 
world, where peace and good 
will could and should go hand 
in hand. If all men were Chris-

tians, with love and sympathy 
for each other, as the Christ 
Child left us an example, wars
